At all events, strenuous cf- 
forts have been put forth by the 
agents of Germany in the United 
States to prevent the exportation of 
war munitions. Up to the present 
time they have failed. The final effort 
is now to be launehed. It is said 
that German bankers in New York, 
under personal instructions trom 
Count von Bernstorff, have been con- 
ducting negotiations for some weeks 
past with the object of buying up 
the great American munition plants. 
There is an enormous amount of 
money at the disposal of Count von 
Bermstorff for this purpose, and it is 
said that Berlin regards the success 
of the plan as of vital importance, 
since the fate of the German kempire 
may rest upon it. 

Like other plans made in Ger- 
many, this final effort of a desperate 
enemy is doomed to failure. Even if 
Germany had the money available 
for the purchase of these plants, 
and could afford to outbid the agents 
of the Allies in am effort to control 
them, the enterprise would be direct- 
ly contrary to the terms of the 
Sherman Act. Moreover, charges of 
conspiracy would lie against the per- 
sons responsible for inducing the fac- 
tories to violate contracts already 
entered into with the British, French 
and Russian Governments. But above 
and beyond these practical obstacles 
to the success of the plot is the 
honor of the American business men 
who are asked to become a party to 
it. They have a higher regard for 
fhe scraps of paper that record their 
contracts with the purchasers of 
munitions of war than is understood 
in Berlin! They will stand by their 
engagements even though to do so 
means a loss to themselves.

General DeWet Jailed 


Bloemfontein, South Africa, June 
23, via London.—Sentence of six 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
two thousand pounds ($10,000) was 
imposed on Gen. Christian De Wet, 
one of the leaders of the South 
African rebellion against the British 
government, who whs found guilty 
of treason on eight counts. 

General DeWet was commander in 
chief of the Free States forces dur- 
ing the Boer war. 

In 1914 he headed a rebellion in 
the Orange Free Sthte and western 
Transvaal against Great Britain.

SPLINTER IN HEART 


French Doctor’s Astounding and Suc: 
cessful Operations 


An operation unique in the annals 
of surgery, the extraction of a frag: 
ment of hand grenade from the heart, 
was described at the French Academy 
of Medicine, by Professor Armaing- 
aud, of Bordeaux, 

The patient, a young Parisian ser- 
geant of rather delicate constitution, 
who was present at the session, was 
wounded at St. Hubert, in the Ar- 
gonne. A splinter penetrating the dia- 
phragm, the pericardium, and the car- 
diac muscle, lodged in the right 
vesicule of the heart, where it re- 
mained four and a half months, 

Dr. Maurice Beaussenat undertook 
to extract it. Once the heart was 
made open the difficulties began. 
The fragment was very awkward to 
eatch, and slipped from the forceps 
several times before it could be got 
out, but the heart continued to beat 
all the time. Although complications 
were feared, everything went well, 
and the sergeant could be considered 
cured a month after.

Dear Sir,—lf you would allow me

We, the younger generation of 
Horn Hill, have suffered quite 
enough indignant, remarks, some 
very personal, from the Clearview- 
ians and one source or another. For 
one instance, we were told through 
the medium of the Advocate (or in- 
timated as much), last spring, that 
we were b total disgrace to the 
church and the community at large. 
But, we still have one thing to 
learn, that is, to dance in the early.

Paris, June 22.—The total amount 
of credits voted since the beginning 
of the war exceeds 15,615,000,000 
francs ($3,123,000,000), according to 
ly statement by Albert Metin, gener- 
al budget reporter of the chamber of 
deputies. ‘The provincial credit for 
three months of the present year, it. 
is estimated, will be 5,940,000,000 
francs ($1,188,000,000). 

In adding certain expenses and 
‘takimg care of increases in the sol: 
dier pensions, M. Metin says that 
France’s war budget can be estimat- 
ed at about 2,000,000,000 francs 
($400,000,000) per month. If the 
war continues, M. Metin adds, the 
time is not far off when the country 
will spend 3,000,000 franes ($600,- 
000) an hour’ or 50,000 frane: 
($15,000) a minute. 

The report of M. Metin emphasizes 
the need of economy and demands 
that the labor of prisoners of wai 
and prisoners in penitentiaries ‘be 
utilized. It adds that the economic 
situation of the country in certain 
respects has improved. There is 
less unemployment land the trafic of 
the railroad is now eighty-five per 
cent. of the normal.

Assemble Great Munition 
Army in Seven Days 


THIS IS TASK TO WHICH BRITISH 
UNION LABOR HAS SET ITSELF 


Munition Minister 
we 


London, June 24.—David Lloyd 
George, the minister .of munitions, 
has given British labor seven days 
in which to make good ‘the promise 
of its leaders that morn will rally 
to the factories in sufficient numbers 
to produce a maximum supply of 
munitions of war. 

This was the most striking state- 
nrent in the new minister's speech 
in the house of commons in the 
course of outlining the munitions 
measure which is designed to control 
not only the output, but the men 
responsible for the output. 

The first of the seven allotted days 
will begin tomorrow, and with its 
Yawning will be launched a_ great 
campaign to recruit the workers. 

“I had a fresh discussion with the 
trades union leaders,’’ said Mr. 
Lloyd George in his speech, ‘‘and 
told them if an adequate supply of 
labor could not be secured compul- 
sion would follow. The union repre- 
sentatives replied: ‘‘Give us a 
chance to supply the men needed in 
seven days; if we cannot get them 
we will admit that our case is 
considerably weakened.” 


BIG CAMPAIGN BEGINS. 


“The seven days will begin tomor- 
row,” continued Mr. Lloyd (icorge, 
“and advertisements will appear in 
all the papers. The union represen- 
thitives have engaged YO town halls 
as recruiting ollices, and every one 
has been invited.” 

Thene will be no age limit to the 
men enrolling; they will not wear 
uniforms, but will have to give 
their full time to the work for 
which they will receive a certificate 
attesting that they are working for 
King and country. 

SERIOUS. ALLEGATION. 

Sir Richard A. Cooper, a member 
of a large chemical manufacturing 
concern, who had previously fre 
quently complained that the British 
war office by’ refusing to deal with 
responsible agents, had neglected to 
obtain large available supplies of 
munitions, made the specific declara- 
tion in the house of commons __yes- 
terday that he was in a, position to 
offer the government three million 
shells made in England, eight mil- 
lion shells made in Canada, and ten 
million shells made in the United 
States. Sir Richard also said he

had one billion rifle cartridges and 
two million rifles for delivery com- 
mencing with October. He added: 

“If this offer is not accepted I 
want to know the reason why.”’ 

David Lloyd George, replying to 
Sir Richard, said the war office had 
asked Sir Richard to give it * the 
tiames of the firms which were pre- 
pared to supply such large quantities 
of munitions. The result of this, the 
minister added, was the receipt of 
the name of one firm which, on in- 
quiry,was found to be engaged ‘in 
lithographic printing. 


IRRESPONSIBLE TALK. 


Mr. Lloyd George deprecated what 
he termed all the wild and irrespon- 
sible talk of there being plenty of 
shells available. He said he was 
scouring the country for them and 
was prepared to take every shell 
that could be produced. 

The minister said he would hold 
himself responsible for the supply of 
ammunition at the front and would 
miake himself thoroughly acquainted 
with what was going on there. 

This was in answer to Sir Arthur 
Markham (liberal), who said that if 
Mr. Lloyd George was not going to 
be independent of the war office, by 
which he meant Lord Kitehener, his 
scheme was foreshadowed with fail- 
ure, 

Mr. Lloyd George said he was suro 
that Lord Kitchener would agree that 
the minister of mumunitions should 
have a free hand. He hosed that. 
the bill would be printed by Friday, 
when the members could read it, (vnd 
they would see that it satisfactorily 
disposed of most of the criticisms.

With Galicia all but. ckeared of 
Russians, the weight of Austro-Ger- 
man forces releasal in that. theatre 
must soon be felt somewhere, but 
opinions are divided as to whether 
it will be on the western front or in 
Poland. One theory is that the 
Germans will launch against. Warsaw 
another terrific attack, similar to 
thuir drive in Galicia. This coineid- 
es with the belief that it. is the 
Austro-German plan to batter the 
Itussians more before turning west. 

Opposed to this are reports that 
troops from Gali¢h, are already jour- 
neying west and Germany plans to 
start. a fresh campaign in’ the near 
future along the Belgian edast. 

In the west the most. activity still 
is apparent near Arras, and in’ the 
Vosires. It is in the Arras sector 
that the French have been so persis- 
tently and effectively ‘nibbling’ the 
Germans for the last fortnight. Yes- 
terday there was no active fighting 
on this section of the front, but 
there continued a violent artillery en- 
Igagement and the Freneh consolidat- 
ed their gains of the last. few days. 
In the Vosges the French and Cer- 
man forces have again clashed, with 
a resultant advance of Joffre’s army. 

The Italian army is now feeling 
the strain of its finst violent  fight- 
ing. Rome's official communication 
today states that Austrian reinforce- 
nvents are arriving and — organizing 
slong their whole front, and artil- 
lery is being distributed in advan- 
taveous positions for use against 
the so far virtually unopposed Ithl- 
ian troops. “he Austrians have at- 
tacked at several places on the line, 
but the report states they were re- 
pulsed.

W. X Wickens Receives 
Letter from His Brother 
at the Front 


Belgium, May Gth, 1915. 

You, of course, have al seen 
all othe particulars of what the 
Canadian Division went through ten 
days ago. It was a stiff trial, but 
they held their end up well and no 
one Who has not been over here of 
through a similar one knows what 
they have been through. L will never 
forget the day we moved up. That 
afternoon there was the wildest con- 
fusion in the little village near 
which we were billetted (we were all 
in the village, while some of the 
companies were in farms just a short 
‘distance out). Nearly all afternoon 
refugees had been streaming through 
the village from the country round 
about, but chiefly from Ypres and 
the vicinity, which had been heavily 
and by this time was practically a 
‘Mass of ruins. We had been watching 
a ball game for an hour or so up to 
5.30 pom, between our machine gun 
detachment and the think biel Amr 
bulanee, and Lo was with Mado Mbke- 
Donald at the time. About two hours 
later we got orders to be ready to 
move, and a few hours later Mado 
had gone, and) Ross Binkleyt, who 
pitched, was also killed,  Llammond, 
the catcher, was badly woumled.

‘Me only people 
who were not excited were the Brit- 
ish soldiers, and they were going the 
other way, whistling and ‘singing, 
and our men went out that night in 
the highest spirits, also whistling 
and singing, until they were told to 
keep quiet. ‘It was a wonderful 
march out and little did we think 
there were such big things for the 
Battalion and the Division to tackle. 

We had turned off at the side of 
the Canal, and the Battalion went pn 
over to take up a reserve position, 
fis we thought. Weli we were shelled 
out of where the transport was and 
it became much too hot so we 
moved back a bit. Capt. Crowther 
brought the rest out the next 
morning very early. Half an hour 
after that this shelling caught thom 
and badly hit the machine gun sec- 
tion, and from that time there was 
no one hurt until the next morning, 
when Geo. Ryerson was shot get- 
ting into his trench under fire. I 
think it was teally a stray bullet 
that caught him. 

Phen things started in real earn- 
est. Our whole brigade was reserve 
brigade, and the Ist and 4th were 
the first to be. called for the attack, 
though I think our half battalion of 
C. and DVD. Company, umrder Major 
Kirkpatrick, had gone up before this 
to hold some advance trenches on 
the right. It was merely by chance 
that C. and D. companies went  in- 
stead of A. and B. After our 
battalion had taken up its position, 
C. and D. Companies, who were be- 
hind in reserve, were forced by one 
of our own batteries changing posi- 
tion to move: 
order came in to send two companies 
to support and hold trenches on the 
right, so they were sent under Major 
Kirkpatrick, the second in command. 
Col. Rennie was in constant touch 
with Major Kirkpatrick all the time, 
and there is no doubt that those wwo 
companies put up a magnificent fight. 
They drove off the Germans time and 
ting again though they kept coming 
in hordes, but at last were cut 
(ind) surrounded. The last reports 
that were sent in from them was 
that Bill Jarvis, ltoss Medland and 
Douglas Kirkpatrick were killed and 
Geo. Smith and Hamilton Morton 
were wounded, also Kerr Cronyn, 
who ‘had one of bis toes 
Then | communication was cut, 
we had no further word from 
at all. 

From the last report from Major 
Wirkpatrick there were not many 
casualties, not over about 30, 
think, but the last part of it was 
not reported at all. The rest of the 
four hundred men are missing. 

There were also Capt. Streight, 
Capt. Johnson, Lieut. Greene and 
Lieut. Allen missing, and of course 
Majot Kirkpatrick. We hope they 
have been taken prisoners, but of 
course cannot tell yet. One thing 
sure if they have been it wasn’t be- 
cause they didn’t put up a great 
fizht, but they were in an isolated 
position and the Germans were too 
mony fur them. ’ 

These two companies were  com- 
posed of one of the original Q.O.R. 
companies and the G.C.B.G. Co. un- 
der Capt. Streight, and the two 
Grenadier Companies under, Capts. 
Morton and Ryerson. j 

In the, meantime Len Morrison, 
Capt. of A. Company, had been sent 
further to the right with two plat- 
oons as a re-inforcement to another 
battalion. They had a very stormy 
passage {ind got into trenches — fur- 
ther away than they were intended 
tu go, and they also were surround- 
ed and cut off. They were ordered 
to retire and Walter Curry with 24 
men got out, but Len and the other 
80 or 90 men haven't been heard of 
since, and we don't know whether 
they were «aptured or killed getting 
out. The balance of A. and LB, Com- 
panies were kept in the tiring line in 
reserve, and did not suffer so heav- 
ily, though Gerry Muntz was badly 
wounded and died on the 30th.
